Claims 11-15, 17 and 18 are rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness -type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claim 7 of U.S. Patent No. 6,214,426. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because all of the patent claims recite 
that the composition of patent claim 7 is part of a multilayer 
article, the instant claims do not exclude features such as the 
presence of other layers or formation of the claimed composition 
of the instant application as a layer. 

Applicants' arguments filed 2-14-03 and 2-27-03 have been 
fully considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive. 
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Applicants 1 remarks are moot except with regard to the 
double patenting rejection since all other rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

With regard to the double patenting rejection, applicants 
argue that the claims of the instant application are separately 
patentable over those of U.S. Patent 6,214,426 due to undue 
burden of search. However undue burden of search alone is never 
a sufficient reason to issue a proper restriction requirement. 

Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
